the more exacting jobs. Fluores- 
cent lamps in the work area are 
usually preferred to incandescent 
because of their higher light out- 
put per watt and more comfort- 
able brightness. Reflections from 
polished or glossy surfaces are 
also lower in brightness if fluo- 
rescent lamps are used, thus mak- 
ing seeing easier and more com- 
fortable 

Industrial lighting fixtures are 
suggested for general lighting be- 
cause they are highly efficient 
and easy to maintain. Some types 
of industrial lighting fixtures 
have reflectors which can be 
easily and quickly detached from 
the body of the unit for cleaning 
These present obvious advan- 
tages 

If you have several spare re- 
flectors on hand, dirty reflecting 
urfaces can be quickly replaced 
with clean ones and the cleaning 
done at the handiest place and in 
slack periods. Washing them 
with soap and water or detergents 
will be found to be more satisfac- 
tory than wiping with a damp 
rag 

Glare is a frequent and serious 
lighting fault found in garages 
and service departments Glare 
is uncomfortable light usually 
originating from windows or from 
filament lamps and to lesser de- 
gree from the fluorescent tube 
Reflections from shiny surfaces 
also contribute to this glare con- 
dition. Even if it is not blinding, 
it is tiring 

Glare can be reduced by proper 
shielding and positioning of the 
light sources with respect to the 
worker and his task. Blinds or 
shades for windows, or corres- 
ponding shielding outside the 
windows, should be utilized to 
curb glare. While lighting equip- 
ment may be designed and so 
placed to provide the desired pro- 
tection from direct glare, work 
nay be on shiny surfaces, causing 
reflected glare that disturbs see- 
ing It is often possible to posi- 
tion the light sources so as to pre 
vent reflected glare. But if not
